A PROTECTIVE TA R IF F F<8. MO­ 
NOPOLY. 


Among tho efforts to pulveriza the pol­ 
icy c f tree foreign trade is the charge tbs* 
protection et courages “monopoly,” the 
absorption under one control of Borne 
entire line of business, and resultant ad­ 
vance in price of the product thus con­ 
trolled. Such tactics may be ingenious, 
and not without influence with the un­ 
wary, but upon examination the charge 
will be found defective in lacking facts 
for its support Combinations there are 
in plenty, and vhen these get matters in 
hand they are quite certain to turn their 
advantage to personal gain, without fear 
of law, or sympathy let purchasers of 
products. 
But 
they 
are 
in 
no 
wise 
chargeable 
to 
our 
protec­ 
tive policy, nor 
confined 
to 
the 
United States. If there be any truth in 
the contention of free trade advocates 
that prote tion enhances prices, its effect 
must be to render combinations more 
difficult, by requiring larger sums of 
money for maintaining control of the 
markets. 
The fact is that one of the first combi­ 
nations for forcing up prices was formed 
in Great Britain shortly after Richard 
Cobden and other free trade statesmen 
had secured changes in the British fiscal 
policy. This was among the tin-plate 
manufacturers,

to

ent time—so well in fact that every 
effort to encourage the manufacture of 
tin-plates in this country at once en­ 
counters the vigorous opposition of 
those who reflect English opinion this 
side the Atlantic 
The fallacy of charging trade combi­ 
nations to protection becomes apparent 
by a glance at two now especially prom­ 
inent—the Standard Oil Company ana 
the coffee corner. No tariff is laid on 
either crude petroleum or coffee, and the 
fact is the latter is not produced in this 
country at all. The case with sugar, just 
now forced to an inordinately high fig­ 
ure, differs only in so far as but a tithe 
of the quantity involved is of domestic 
production. The influences operating 
to “corner” these and other products are 
found just as potent in England as here, 
in fact efforts in that direction become 
effective only by control of 
foreign 
markets, made possible by the co-opera­ 
tion of foreign capital. 
Our tariff iB no more responsible for 
I he existence of combinations for put­ 
ting up prices of products than it is for 
the agreement between railroads to keep 
up their freight and passenger charges, 
the combination of gas companies to 
make city patrons pay a high price for 
lights, or a resolution of farmers in a 
neighborhood to hold their wheat until 
a certain price is offered.

Pa., Aug. IG.— After a 
conference with the local committee to-day 
a report was agreed upon by the meml>ers 
of the State commission, who are now 
here, and it will be presented to the full 
commission at its next meeting. 
The re­ 
port provides for tho distribution, which 
from data at hand, will amount to $1,149,- 
OOO, in addition to the $500,000 previously 
appropriated. 
Those in classes I, 2, and 
3, will be paid off in full, receiving re­ 
spectively $1,000, $900, and $500 each. 
This will require $435,000. 
Classes 4, 5, 
and G are to receive 30, 22, and 15 per

D e s M o in e s, Iowa, Aug. IC. —The dele­ 
gates to the Republican State convention 
got down to work promptly at 9 o’clock 
Thursday morning, though it was mid­ 
night when they adjourned Wednesday 
night. 
There was an immense crowd pres­ 
ent and the greatest excitement 
was 
apparent, as it was felt sure that a nom­ 
ination was not far off. 
The prediction 
was fulfilled, as on tho third ballot of the 
morning, and the twenty-fifth successive 
one, J. G. Hutchison was nominated for 
Governor. 
Thegnomination of ; Hutchinson wasjlol- 
lowed by wild enthusiasm, the waving of 
flags and prolonged cheers. 
When order 
was restored each of the candidates was 
brought forward and made a brief spooch. 
The convention then voted for Lieutenant- 
Governor. 
The first ballot resulted: Poy- 
neer, 388; Leeds, 206; Finn, 114; McHugh, 
197; Rowell, IOO; Wheeler, 48; Hartshorn, 
60; Young, 20. 
Poyneer was nominated for Lieutenant- 
Governor on the second ballot. 
Judge Given for Supreme Judge, Henry 
Sabin for State 
Superintendent, 
and 
Spencer Smith for Railroad Commissioner 
were renominated by acclamation. 
The Committee on Resolutions reported 
the platform, which was unanimously 
adopted, and at 12:30 the convention ad­ 
journed. 
The platform congratulates the country 
on the restoration of the Republican party 
to power in the federal government; in­ 
dorses the administration of President 
Harrison; favors a liberal construction of 
the pension laws and such further legisla­ 
tion as will secure to tho old soldier his 
just dues; demands the protection of 
American industry when it does not foster 
trusts or trade conspiracies, and the samd 
protection for farm products that is given 
to the products of tho labor of other 
classes: reaffirms the principle and policy 
of State railway regulation; urges upon 
Congress the absolute prevention of re­ 
bates and discriminations on railroads: 
declares it to be tho duty of the State and 
Federal governments to enact laws to pun­ 
ish trade conspiracies, trusts, and com­ 
bines; reaffirms tho past utterances of the 
Republican party of Iowa upon prohibi­ 
tion, standing for the complete enforce­ 
ment of the law; oxtendsa hearty welcome 
to the four now States; deplores the loss of 
life upon railways, urging the Legislature 
to take such steps as will secure all possi­ 
ble protection to employes; favors tao 
establishment of courts of arbitration to 
settle differences between corporations and 
organized labor; sympathizes with the 
bona-fide settlers on the Des Moines river 
lands, and indorses the administration of 
Gov. Larrabee, approving his policy that 
all laws shall be fearlessly and honestly 
enforced. 
Capt. J. G. Hutchison, the nominee for 
Governor, is a successful business man of 
Ottumwa. 
He was born in Northumber­ 
land county, Pennsylvania, and is 48 years 
old. 
He was the son of a farmer, but re­ 
ceived a college education, graduating 
from Dickinson seminary, at W illiams- 
port, in 1862. 
Be at once enlisted in com­ 
pany B, 131st Pennsylvania volunteers, 
and served with distinction during the 
war. 
He graduated 
from 
the Union 
school at Cleveland, Ohio, in 1865, came 
to Des Moines, where he remained a few 
months, and then settled at Ottumwa, 
where ho has since resided. 
He has served 
one term as Representative in the State 
Legislature and two terms as Senator, 
Dr. Beardsley, who has been tho chair­ 
man of tho Republican State Central com­ 
mittee for a number of years, declined to 
act further|in that capacity. 
Supreme 
Court Reporter G. B.

selected as chairman, and 
Charles M. Junkin of Fairfield, secretary.

T h ep n d lan s Q uarreling Over th e T r e a t y - 
One B u ck M urdered. 
B r a in e r d , Minn., Aug. 16.—A half- 
breed from the Leech Lake reservation re­ 
ports that the Pillagers on that reservation 
are in a deadly quarrel over the presence 
of the Indian commission and about equally 
d iv id ed ^ between those who are willing 
to sign and those opposed. 
The latter not 
only will not sign, but threaten death to 
the first person who dees sigD, and as a 
consequence no one has yet signed. Another 
runner who followed the first reports that 
a young buck, a relative of Flat Mouth, 
the chief there, was shot Sunday night for 
favoring the signing. 
Flat Mouth himself 
is absent from the reservation. 
Tho commissioners have devoted their 
wholo efforts so far to preventing a con­ 
flict. 
Tho opponents of the treaty are 
fully armed with Winchester rifles and 
have gone so far as to threaten all the 
whites on the reservation. The commission­ 
ers are safely lodged at Sim Weaver’s, a 
ranch near the old trading post on Leech 
lake at the narrows or upper end of the 
southeast arm of the lake. The Indians are 
bitter localise they have not been paid 
for their rice flolds damaged by water 
from the Washburn dams, so called. Just 
before tho runner left 
Leech lake a 
mounted messenger was dispatched by the 
commissioners, who rode swiftly to the 
southward, with, it is believed, urgent dis­ 
patches for tho government or for the 
(Jovernor of the State, possibly asking for 
troops. 
There are about 1,200 Indians 
there, a previously well-disposed poople, 
but known to have been for some time 
greatly stirred up over the removal ques* 
tion.

TH EY STRU N G HIM UP. 


D iscussing R ailroads in N orth D a k o ta —- 
T he O ther A ssem blies. 
B ism a r c k, Dak., Aug. 16.—Tho report 
of the committee on elective franchises as 
reported back by the committee on re­ 
vision was adopted to-day by the constitu­ 
tional convention. This makes it necessary 
to submit the question of general woman 
suffrage to a vote of the poople. 
It pro­ 
vides that the general elections of the State 
shall be biennial and shall bo held* on tho 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
November. 
Women are given the right to 
vote at all school elections. 
The article on 
municipal corporations was adopted, tho 
section providing that no city, town, 
or 
village shall ever become a subscriber to 
tho capital stock or owner of stock of any 
railroad or private corporation 
being 
stricken out. 
The article on railroad and other cor­ 
porations was the bone of contention in 
the afternoon session, an effort being made 
to have it so amended that tho courts of 
the State shall have the power to decide 
what are just and reasonable rat s. 
A 
hot debate of several hours on this propo­ 
sition ensued. 
The article provides that 
all existing charters or grants of special 
or exclusive privileges, under which a 
bona fide organization shall not have taken 
place or business commenced In good faith 
at the time the constitution takes effect, 
shall thereafter have no validity. 
It also 
compels foreign corporations to have one 
or more places of business and an author­ 
ized agent in the Territory, upon whom 
process may be served beforo transacting 
business. 
An amendment offered by Par­ 
sons of Morton providing that the rates 
fixed by the railroad commission or tho 
Legislature should be in force pending the 
decision of a court was adopted. 
A reso­ 
lution was adopted indorsing Chicago as 
the place for holding tho world’s fair. 
H e l e n a , M. T., Aug. IO.—The conven­ 
tion’s committees, executive, and schedules, 
to which was 
referred propositions on 
schedules and ordinances, reported same 
back, having divided the ordinances into 
into two articles. 
The article on elections 
was read and adopted. 
O l y m pia, W. T., Aug. 16.—The con­ 
vention spent the whole day considering 
tide lands, and a largely affirmative voto 
was taken on the general principal cf the 
State sovereignty in tide lands. 
News baa 
arrived that C. C. Haines, who has been 
understood to bo a candidate for United 
States Senator from western Washington, 
has withdrawn.

BLACK DEATH . 


The 
T errib le 
P e s tile n c e 
th a t C au sed 
M illio n s o f D e a th s. 
The disease is believed to have originated 
In China, anil took its name from tho black 
spots which usually appeared on tho per­ 
son of the sufferer. 
Theso spots were 
symptomatic of putrid decomposition, and 
their appearance was nearly always a 
fatal sign. 
Beginning with inflammatory 
boils and tumors, tho black death produced 
stupor, mental affections, and pal>y of the 
tongue, the last generally becoming black, 
as if suffused with blood. 
The cheracter- 
istics of the disease were burning, un­ 
suitable thirst, pains in tho chest, spitting 
of blood, and fetid breath. 
This pestilence attacked Europe in a 
mild form in 1342, and m ay be traced as 
moving in tho wake of the numerous cara­ 
van routes from the East. 
Spreading 
from the north coast t>f the Black Sea to 
Constantinople, and thence to Italy, it 
radiated from there by many routes over 
the Whole of Europe. 
W herever it ap­ 
peared it committed such fearful ravages 
aa m aterially to check the increase of 
population; in China the deaths from this 
disease wore estimated a t 13,000,000, and 
the rest of the East lost nearly 24, OOO, OJO, 
while a moderate • calculation puts the 
loss in Europe at 25,000,000. 
London and 
Venice lost 100,000 inhabitants each, and 
Paris, Florence, and Norwich half that 
number apiece. 
It caused so serious a 
decrease of population in England for 
a time as to create a great dearth of work­ 
men and laborers; aud in consequence a 
great rise in wages. 
Prof. Thorold Rogers, who has investi­ 
gated the economic bearings of this dis­ 
ease very thoroughly, 
states that the 
working classes were at no timo so well off 
in England as during tho period which 
immediately followed tho ravages of the 
black death in the fourteenth century. 
It 
is never known to have made its appear­ 
ance since then.

Dominick Riley—That man has a pile 
of dead rats on his plaee as big as a 
barn, and they smell so strong you can’t 
go near the place. 
A voioe—That man keeps a yard full 
ot dogs and yon can’t get near the plaoe. 
John Marshall—That man told me he 
was obliged to drink the best brandy in 
order to stand the stench. 
A voioe—His premises are alive with 
dogs—all from a yellow— 
Another voiee—That man’s plaee is a 
far bigger nuisance than the slaughter 
houses, and when I signed that petition 
I thought it included hu premises. 
Dr. Palmer—I attempted to inspect 
Mr. Daverkosen’s piece, but on going 
down there fonnd too many dogs and 
concluded not to go in: 
Mayor St. John said if tbe oonnoil did 
not take any action there was nothing 
for the petitioners to do bat to prosecute 
the mayor, as he was liable for every 
day they stood there.

Gsntlkmen—I desire to call yonr at­ 
tention to some of the plumbing in the 
city that bas been done iu a manner oot 
in accordance with good sanitary laws, 
and woald suggest that you adopt such 
measures as will insure good sanitary 
work in the future. 
I also have to state that many of oar 
citizens are bnilding cesspools, not only 
faulty in construction but in localities 
that will contaminate the water supply 
of those who rely on wells and cisterns 
for water, Measures to protect the public 
health from sueh a souroe of injury 
should be inaugurated es soon as practi­ 
cable. 
The city has no suitable plaoe where 
filth, garbage and other refuse oan be de­ 
posited without being a nuisance or be­ 
coming detrimental to public health, 
and I woald recommend that some plaoe 
be selected tor suoh purpose.
